20,000 Are Expected to Be 
Present at Episcopal 
Convention Rites. 


COLORFUL PROCESSION 
TO CATHEDRAL CLOSE 


Bishops and Clergy Will Be in 
Vestments; Sermon by 
Dr. Anderson. 


Standing near the spot on Mount St. 
Alban where 30 years ago President 
William McKinley bade Godspeed to 
the bishops and delegates of the thirty- 
ninth general convention of the Epis- 
copal Church afsembled in Washington, 
President Coolidge today will welcome 
on behalf of the Nation the forty- 
ninth triennial convention of that 
communion to the National Capital at 
the opening service in.the amphithe- 
ater of Washington’s Cathedral Close. 

Gathered in the amphitheater to hear 
the President and join in the service 
will be a vast congregation estimated 
to be more than 20,000 strong, if the 
weather permits of out-of-doors service. 
Chief among these worshippers will be 
more than 1,000 official delegates, 
bishops, clerical and lay deputies and 
clerical and lay alternates to the two 
houses of the general convention, sup- 
plemented by the 500 delegates to the 
woman’s auxiliary triennial meeting 
and thousands of delegates and visi- 
tors to other conventions and confer- 
ences of church agencies and organi- 
zations meeting concurrently with the 
genera] convention. 


Rumors of Controversy. 


As the Episcopal legions assembled 
yesterday rumors were heard that pro- 
posals to make certain changes in the 
marriage and divorce canons may fo- 
ment sharp controversy at the gen- 
eral convention. It is understood 
Bishop Herman Page, of the Michigan 
Diocese, will submit a detailed report 
of an extensive study of the divorce 
question made by himself and a com- 
mittee of twenty. Church canons on 
divorce are strict at present, permit- 
ting remarriage only of innocent per- 
sons in divorces granted on statutory 
grounds. 

Certain changes in the marriage serv- 
ice have been approved, but approval 
of the wedding ring prayer and final 
ratification of the service may cause 
some discord, it is said. The ring 
prayer is as follows: 

“Bless this ring, O gracious Lord, and 
grant that these, thy servants, may 
faithfully keep their solemn pledge 
and abound evermore in love and holi- 
ness; through Jesus Christ, our Lord. 
Amen.” 

Ratification also awaits other prayers 
and a shortened form of the Ten Com- 
mandments is to be brought before the 
convention for approval.

Guilty in Graft Case 


Philadelphian Is_ First 
to Face Trial on 
Bribe Charges. 


Philddelphia, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—Herbert 
W. Layre, a district detective, was con- 
victed by a jury in Common Pleas 
Court today of extortion and bribery in 
accepting money from saloonkeepers 
for protection.

Judge Gordon refused 
a request to admit all three prisoners 
to bail pending sentence. 

About 35 other policemen and police 
officials are under arrest in connection 
with the investigation, but their cases 
have not yet been submitted to the 
October grand jury.

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 9.—After all the

Warner Brothers Get Control 
of Vitaphone, Stanley and 
First National. 


TALKING FILMS INVOLVED 


New York, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—A $200,- 
000,000 motion picture combination, 
through which Warner Brothers Pic- 
tures, Inc., obtains control of the Vita- 
phone Corporation, the Stanley Com- 
pany of America and First National 
Pictures, inc., was announced tonight 
in a joint statement issued by H. M. 
Warner, president of Warner Brothers 
and Vitaphone, and Irving D. Ross- 
heim, president of Stanley Company 
and First National, 

Contracts covering the merger, which 
involves companies whose annual gross 
income is said to be in excess of $100,- 
000,000, have been signed and are sub- 
ject only to formal ratification by the 
stockholders. As a result of the ac- 
quisitions, Warner Brothers becomes 
one of the largest producing, distribut- 
ing and exhibiting companies in the 
motion picture field. 

The various companies will retain 
their organizations, the announcement 
said, and there will be no change in 
personnel, 

The combination, it was said, will 
assure the Stanley Company, which 
has a chain of theaters in the East 
and an. annual purchasing power of 
$10,000,000 for film rentals, a continu- 
ous supply of Vitaphone talking pic- 
tures from. Warner Brothers and from 
First Nationa] Pictures. 

First National will go into the pro- 
duction of talking pictures on an ex- 
tensive scale, aided by the facilities 
and equipment of Warner Brothers, 

Theater circuits controlled by stock- 
holders of First National, who nave 
sold their stock for cash to Warner 
Brothers, will in addition receive froin 
Warner Brothers, Vitaphone and First 
National, tranchises for a period of 
from 10 to 25 years. The announce- 
ment said this assures these companies 
an outlet for their combined product 
in key centers of Illinois, Missouri, 
Michigan, Minnesota, the Dakotas Ne- 
braska, lowa and the major portion 
of the South. 

The new board of directors of War- 
ner Bros. will consist of H. M. War- 
ner, Maj. Albert Warner and J. D. War- 
ner, Henry At Rudkin, Irving D. Ross- 
heim, Simon Fabian, Moe Mark, Morris 
Wolf and Waddill Catchings. 

The merger terms, as outlined in a 
letter mailed tonight to stockholders of 
the Stanley Co. provide that each 100 
shares of that company’s stock will be 
exchanged for 80 shares of convertible 
preferred stock and $1,150 in cash. 
The Warner Bros. preferred stock, en- 
titled to a cumulative dividend of 
$2.20 a share annually to September 1, 
1930, and thereafter to a cumulative 
dividend of $3.85 a share, will be con- 
ventible into common stock of the 
company up to September 1, 1930, in 
the ratio of 55-125 of a share of com- 
mon for each share of preferred. The 
first dividend to be paid will be for the 


six-month period ending February 28, 
1929. 

The letter to Stanley stockholders 
calls for deposit of the stock with the 
New York Trust Co. prior to October 
25 next by stockholders desiring to 
make the exchange. Action on the 
merger will be taken by Warner Bros.

Latter Scoffs as Board 
Says It Lacks Control 
in Political Case. 


CONFUSION IS SEEN 
AS RESULT OF CLASH 


Police Disruption Predicted, 
as Both Claim That Other 
Holds Authority. 


Serious confusion in the adminis- 
tration of District affairs is in pros- 
pect following a head-on collision yes- 
terday between the Civil Service Com- 
mission and Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, 
superintendent of police, 

The commission's suggestion to Loren 
H. Wittner, traffic bureau clerk who Is 
campaigning for Gov. Alfred E Smith 
in defiance of the civil service ban on 
such activity by its employes. that his 
case was not within its jurisdiction, was 
scoffed at by Maj. Hesse. 

“The commission certifies all appoint- 
ments and promotions In the Police De- 
partment,” he said. “By act of Congress 
it is the authority in police affairs. I do 
not see how I have anything to do with 
the matter. 

“Wittner was transferred to the traffic 
bureau from another department, in ac- 
cordance with civil service regulations. 
These regulations therefore govern him 
and other such employes. 

“Why, even the policemen of the Dis- 
trict force are certified by the commis- 
sion before they can be appointed.” 

The commission, in answering Witt- 
ner’s letter of defiance of Monday, said 
that his political actions were “not sub- 
ject. to review by this commission.” The 
reason given was that he ts a “munici- 
pal employe of the District of Colum- 
bia.””’ 

New Probleme for Hesse. 

At the commission's office a Post re- 
porter was told unofficially that this 
letter could be interpreted as meaning 
that Wittner’s case now rests in the 
bands of his superior in the District 
administration. In this event, Maj) 
Hesse would be calld upon to add a 
new problem to the several which are 
already resting upon his shoulders. 

The major, however, takes exactly 
the ovposite view of the matter, and 
as a result the final authority in Dis- 
trict affairs, not only in those pertain- 
ing to police but in all where civil 
service rules have been in force, 1s 
placed in doubt. The commission's 
decision, it was said by observers, may 
lead to serious disruption within the 
Police and Fire Departments, as well 
as within others. 

The commission in passing the buck 
to Maj. Hesse, who so promptly passed 
it back, was obviously endeavoring to 
keep from making of Wittner’s action 
a test case regarding the constitution- 
ality of the regulation which prohibits 
political activity of any kind on the 
part of Federal employes, it was said. 

Wittner Monday avowed his inten- 
tion of taking the matter to the courts 
if he were “fired” for his letter and 
was certain that he would be “fired.” 
He had intimated that Clarence Dar- 
row, famous Chicago liberal, and the 
American Civil Liberties Union would 
be asked to interest themselves in his 
case, in that event. 


Costello Backs Wittner. 


Another angle which developed yes- 
terday was the espousal of Wittner’s 
case by John F Costello, Democratic 
national committeeman for the District 
of Columbia. Costello declared that 
he heartilly agreed with Wittner’s con- 
tention that the civil service rules vio- 
lated the constitutional guarantees of 
freedom of speech and that a report 
in the matter had been forwarded to 
Democratic national committee head- 
quarters. 

“In my opinion,” he went on, “a man 
doesn’t surrender his citizenship when 
he goes to work for the Government, 
1 don’t believe the Government has any 
right to take away a man’s political 
privileges any more than it has a right 
to ‘take away his religious freedom.” 

He added that he Would back a court 
fight on Wittner's part if it became 
necessary. 


Wittner yesterday appeared at his of- 
fice with a red-white-and-blue Al Smith- 
Joe Robinson button conspicuously dis- 
played in his lapel. 

The letter from the commission, 
which was signed by John T. Doyle, 
secretary, acting for the commission, 
read the following: 

“In reply to your letter of October 8, 
you are informed that your political 
action as a municipal employe of the 
District of Columbia is not subject to 
review by this commission, such review 
being limited to the Federal classified 
service.”

Sportsman Park, St. Louis, Mo., Oct, 
9.—A flash back to the form that had 
carried them to the National League 
pennant was pointing the way to vice 
tory for the St. Louls Cardinals in the 
fourth game of the world series this 
afternoon and then a city was dis- 
illusioned. 

In a maze of home runs that found 
Babe Ruth securely esconced on the 
throne that has been his for a decade, 
the Yanks won the game, 7 to 3, won 
the world’s series in four straight 
games, and the unalloyed acclaim of a 
nation’s fans as the greatest ball club 
in history. 

For the Babe did not hit one homer 
nor two. He hit three large, luscious 
wallops out of the park—first for the 
disillusionment of 40.000 fans who 
blotted out every bare spot in the St. 
Louis Park: then for their delectation, 
and all for the glory of the Yanks who 
have now won eizht consecutive world 
series games and two major league 
championships in four straight. 

Sherdel Fails Again in Box 


There were five home runs by the 
Yankees as they dealt defeat to the 
team which had beaten them in seven 
games in the world series of two years 
ago but the wallops of Lou Gehrig 
and Cedric Durst, themselves mighty 
efforts to right fleld. served only to 
accentuate the glory that was Ruth’s 
for only the. Babe himself had ever 
hit three home runs in a world series 
game and his efforts of today equal 
that record which he set in this same 
park in 1926. 

A true behemoth of baseball, the 
Babe personally blasted the hanging 
hopes that the Cards had carried into 
the fourth series game after three cone 
secutive defeats at the hands of the 
New York team which had entered 
the classic on the short end of the 
betting odds with a line-up that was 
supposedly crippled and at the mercy 
of the St. Louis pitching staff. no 
member of which has been able to last 
through a game that has been played. 

Today was Wee Willie Sherdel'’s day 
again to attempt to squelch the drum 
fire of the Yankees’ heavy artillery 
and today Willie Sherdeil failed again, 
fading in the glory that was Ruth's, 
while Waite Hoyt, pitching no mastere 
ful game, but riding the crest of the 
Yankee offensive, was able to stem 
again the power that has lain dormant 
in the Cardinal bats, throughout the 
whole series. 

Just a great ball club, too good to 
lose, was the parting appraisal of St. 
Louis fans as they faltered from the 
park after the Yankees had thoroughly 
trounced their favorites. The Yanks 
had beaten the Cards at every phase 
of the game and ill feeling was lost in 


their acclaim for the invading New 
Yorkers.

Babe Turns Jeers to Cheers. 


A thoroughly aroused mob greeted 
his return to his left-field station and 
Ruth did not attempt to quiet them. 
He rehearsed in phantom the homer that 
he had just knocked and kicked and 


stamped in glee. He ducked a shower 
of pop bottles and tossed them from the 
field, egging on the taunts and boos 
that rose in a huge crescendo just be- 
fore the first Cardinal came to the plate 
in, the fourth inning. 

And then in the seventh, Ruth re- 
turned to his post in left. He had just 
knocked his second homer off Sherdell 
to tie the score again and Lou Gehrig 
had followed with another. Boos again 
greeted his playful antics. Pop bottles 
again were hurled, but cheers were also 
noted as the crowd in the sun began to 
pee the light. An inning later the 
Babe's conquest was complete. He 
knocked his third home run of the 
game—this time off Grover Cleveland 
Alexander, who had replaced Sherdel 
in the seventh. 

Long before Ruth had taken up his 
customary spot in left field with his 
back to home plate and attention ad- 
dressed to the howling mob in the 
cheap seats, a tremendous shout was 
greeting his coming. Hats and news- 
papers filled the air. The fans were 
on their feet. Their capitulation to the 
king of home run makers was dramatic. 

“Oh you Babe Ruth!” filled the air. 
Pop bottles were out of sight. Just a 
wild,. hysterical wemonstration for the 
man who had won his way into their 
hearts with three epic-making home 
runs to bring about the defeat of the 
team which they had come to see beat 
off the hated New Yorkers. 

Umpire Pfirman, one of the National 
League’s nominees to work in the 
series, set the stage for the Yankees 
to tie the score and win the game and 
for Ruth’s second home run off of 
Sherdel in the seventh inning. The 
wee left-hander, who had been in- 
trusted with the last Cardinal hopes, 
had disposed of Koenig on a pop fly 
in the seventh and faced Ruth with 
one out and the Cards in the lead by 
one run. 

Sherdel’s slow bail, which had car- 
ried him safely through six innings. 
with the exception of Ruth’s home 
run clout in the fourth. twice slipped 
by the Babe for called strikes. Then 
he shot a straight, fast ball over the 
plate with Ruth off balance, and it 
seemed that he had fanned the Babe. 


Pfirman Rules Quick Pitch. 


Umpire Pfirman ruled that time was 
out before the pitch was delivered 
and the Cardinals rallied around the 
plate in protests, Sherdel and Frisch ve- 
hement in their insistence that a legiti- 
mate third strike had been slipped over 
on Ruth. But Pfirman was adamant, 
‘and Sherdel returned to the box again 
to face the Behemoth of Bust, 

His next pitch was fatal. Ruth con- 
nected solidly with a slow curve and 
the ball sailed off the park, tying the 
acore. Then Lou Gehrig smacked the 
first pitch to the top of the right field 
stands for a home run, putting the 
Yankees in the lead and tying Ruth's 
record of four home runs in one se- 
ries. 

A moment later, after Meusel had 
lashed a single through short on the 
first ball, the world series drama of 
1926 appeared about to be reenacted 
in a different setting. Manager Mc- 
Kechnie waved Sherdel out of the 
box, personally escorting him in to 
the bench, and the familiar figure of 
Grover Alexander hastily went through 
a few warming-up motions in the bull 
pen before he scrambled into the box, 
there to face Tony Lazzeri, the man 
whom he had struck out in the fateful 
seventh inning in 1926 with the bases 
full and the Cardinals fighting to hold 
a lead. 

Whatever honors were derived from 
the situation were not with Alexander 
nor with Lazzeri either. Lazzeri cone- 
tinued the Yankees’ first-ball attack

Hoyt Good, But Not Brilliant. 


Hoyt pitched another fine game, not 
a brilliant one. He was found for 
eleven hits by the Cardinals, a far dif- 
ferent outcome than marked his open- 
ing effort of the series in which he 
limited the vaunted attack of the Na- 
tional League pennant winners to three 
safeties But Hoyt pitched a careful 
game, never permitting any sustained 
assault and carefully guarding the lead 
which the Yankees gave him in the 
seventh and before that holding the 
Cards well within hand. 

Today’s decisive defeat was doubly 
discomforting to the Cardinals and t 
40,000 who came to see them fire the 
opening shot of counterattack against 
the Yanks which, it was hoped, would 
result in the four consecutive victories 
necessary to the repetition of their 
world series triumph in 1926 over the 
same team. False hopes were raised 
as early as the second inning when the 
Cards bunched two hits off Hoyt, but 
failed to score. Then in the third, the 
hysteria was loosened as the Cards 
bunched two hits off Hoyt again and 
scored the first run of the game. 

For four innings the Cardinals were 
in distinct command. The heart of 
their batting attack, which had been 
beaten so weakly in previous games, 
seemed to strike full power, as six 
hits rained off their bats in the first 
four sessions and scored two runs, 
while a grammar school error by Hoyt 
might have been taken to mean that 
the supposedly weak Yankee defense 
was really weak. Sherdel was mixing 
his slow ball with fast curves and 
Babe Ruth’s home run was the only 
run scored off the litle left-hander 
during the same period. 

Manager McKechnie juggled his 
forces today for the final effort and 
the start of the game saw Ray Or- 
satti in center-fleld in place of Tay- 
lor Douthit, whose hitting and flelid- 
ing in the first three games had been 
a distinct disappointment. George 
Harper, known as a terror against right- 
handed pitching was in right field. 
instead of Holm, and the catching bur- 
dén that Jimmy Wilson had carried 
for three games was turned over to 
Earl Smith, clever and hard-hitting 
backstop, whose pugnacity often had 
stamped him a storm center of the 
game but whose spirit was one of the 
determining factors of the Pittsburgh 
Pirates’ 7-game_ series victory over 
Washington in the series of 1925. 


Ruth Loses Ball in Sun. 


Andy High, one of the Cardinals 
few hitting heroes, first raised Cardl- 
nal hopes with a double io left that 
was lost in the sun by Babe Ruth 
amid the jeers of the bleacher fans. 
But he se ggg no farther, 1s Hoyt 
fanned isch, walked Bottomley, and 
threw out Hafey. Koenig singled for 
the Yankees in the first witi one.our. 
but Bottomley had converted Ruth's 
weak grounder into a double play to 
avoid a threat to score. 

Sherdel walked Gehrig to start the 
second, but easily disposed of Meu- 
sel, Lazzeri and Durocher. Bob Meu- 
sel gave the Cards an opening when 
he dropped Earl. Smith’s single to right 
after a long run, but Smith was out, 
stealing on the game’s first strategi- 
cal move, which came to complete 
grief when Rabbit Maranville followed 
with a double to right, which would 
have brought Smith home. 

The Cardinals broke through in the 
third when Orsatti led off with a dou- 
ble to center, on which he was able 
to make second base with a rare bit 
of sprinting, and he moved to third 
when High bunted safely to Hoyt, a 
tap which brought Gehrig and Lazzeri 
in and ieft the bag uncovered. Frisch 
knocked a fly to Paschal, which 
brought Orsatti home, but Bottomley 
popped weekly to Bengough for the 
second out. Hafey walked, but Hoyt 
struck out Harper. 

The Babe was first up in the fourth 
and the count was 2 and 1 when he 
connected with a low ball that tied 
the score because it went over the 
fence like a bullet on the wing. Geh- 
rig later walked and made second on 
Lazzeri’s first hit of the series, but 
Meuse] had previously flied out to 
Orsatti and flies to the outfield also 
were the contributions of Dugan and 
Bengough. 

Hoyt himeelf staked the Cards to a 
one-run lead in the fifth with an ex- 
cusgable error. Earl Smith had led with 
a single to right and had been forced 
by Maranville, who made second when 
Koenig threw into the stands in a 
double play try Maranville’s comic 
antics on second base so confused 
Hoyt that he threw to second in an 
attempt to <rap the Rabbit, but there 
was nobody to cover the bag and 
Maranville csaced home as the ball 
rolled to center field. That run put the 
Cards in the lead again. 

The writing on the wall was apparent 
as the game y~ogressed. The Yankees

PRESIDENT IS OPTIMISTIC 


President Coolidge believes his for- 
mer Cabinet member, Herbert Hoover, 
will win the election in a walk. He 
has told White House callers that their 
apprehensions of defeat are without 
foundation. His advice to Hoover has 
been to keep cool, not permitting him- 
self to be stampeded into any rash act 
or statement, and the American peo- 
ple would do the rest. This, it is be- 
lieved in administration circles, has 
influenced Hoover in his speaking cam- 
paign. 

Persons close to Coolidge co 10t be- 
lieve he will make any politica) 
speeches. He will point :o the pror- 
perity and development of ithe country 
under the Republicans and, inciden- 
tally, refer to Hoover as one of his 
valued advisers. 

Various admirers have teen to se) 
Mr. Coolidge with suggestions about 
the Hoover-Smith contest. but he has 
told them to be of good cheer and 
expect the best. Frank W. stearns, his 
devoted Boston friend, «came down to 
warn against the anti-Catholic move- 
ment used to injure Gov. Smith. He 
is said to have informed the Presi- 
dent that many Catholics who were 
Republicans and were going to vote for 
Hoover, were wavering because cf sus- 
picions and intimations that party 
workers were encouraging § certain 
groups in their anti-Catholic attacks. 

Stearns was sent to see Mr. Hoover 
and Dr. Work, and Oliver D. Street 
Republican national committeeman of 
Alabama was warned not vo send out 
his anti-Catholic circulars. 

The President, Republican :eaders 
assert, is manifesting a very keen in. 
terest in the Hoover-(urtis ticket; 
they point out that his optimism over 
the outlook for victory has served to 
keep up the morale of *he organiza- 
tion. 

Many White House callers yo fron. 
there to see Mr. Hoover; :f they have 
party problems they are advised to 
see the candidate. 

Administration officials here are 
worried more over the power proposi- 
tion than any other issue. They realize 
the danger of Mr Hoover's rosition 
on Muscle Shoals, which, te says, Is 
not a power matter, exclusively Sen- 
ator George W. Norris, of Nebraske, 
takes the opposite view, and a real 
controversy is expected to uevelop over 
this question.

New York, Oct. 9.—Gov. Alfred E. 
Smith, the Democratic presidential 
nominee, arrived in New York City 
this afternoon from Albany. accom- 
anied by Mrs. Smith, thelr daughter, 
Mts. John A. Warner, and the usual 
retinue of attendants and newspaper 
correspondents who are to accompany 
him on his trip south and through 
the border S‘ates. 

Gov. Smith and his party went from 
the train to the Biltmore Hotel, his 
headquarters during his brief stay in 
the metropolis. Later he went to his 
old campaign headquarters on the first 
floor of the hotel. where he went into 
conference with Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
Democratic nominee for Governor of 
New York, and other State leaders. 

It was the first meeting between the 
governor and Roosevelt for several 
weeks, though they have been in touch 
by telephone. It was, indeed, an af- 
fectionate meeting between two old 
friends who have stood shoulder to 
shoulder in State political battles for 
the last ten years and who now are 
joined in a common purpose, that of 
carrying New York for the Democratic 
national and State tickets. 

Informal conferences continued 
throughout the evening, the governor 
exchanging views with both national 
and State leaders who called on him, 
but nothing came from his rooms in 
the way of an announcement, 


Will Confer With Raskob. 


The discussions, it was égaid, related 
chiefly to details of campaign manage- 
ment both in the State and in the na- 
tion. 

Tomorrow the governr is to partici- 
pate in a series of conferences with 
John J. Raskob, the national chairman, 
and his associates at national head- 
quarters, at which the campaign 
strategy for the final month of the 
campaign is to be mapped out. There 
will be further conferences also with 
State leaders to work out details of the 
State campaign, which ts to be inter- 
woven closely with the national cam- 
paign. 

Between times, the governor intends 
to fill an engagement with nis dentist. 
who will give the nominee’s iceth a 
thorough going-over before he starts 
out on another long campaign jaunt 

For the present, Gov. Smith will in- 
trust the campaign in New York, a 
pivotal State in this election, to Roose- 
velt and the State organization. 

Exigencies of the situation make it 
necessary for him to pass nearly two 
weeks in a section of the country that 
should be his without serious debate. 
Bitter opposition to him .n some of 
the Southern States and in the bor- 
der land has imposed a tremendous 
handicap upon him in that he is com- 
pelled to turn his attention from 
pivotal States tn the North to a sec: 
tion of the country that should be his 
without argument, but ne expects to 
Overcome this by a whirlwind cam- 
paign in the East in the closing days 
of the campaign 

Gov. Smith's trip from Albany to New 
York today was uneventful. His private 
car was attached to a regular train, 
and just ahead of it was a special car 
for his staff and the newspaper men.

Hoppé, who has escaped from 
the Maine and Vermont State Frisons 
was taken away under heavy guard tw 
begin his sentence at the Charlestown 
State’s Prison.

1925. 

Bride, it is believed, does not go so 
far as do Clayton and his aids in de- 
claring that the commission may not 
fix fares on the-basis of that valuation. 
The question resolves itself into one 
of policy, it is said, with the commis- 
sion free to go ahead with new valu- 
ation proceedings if it wishes to do so.

Prague, Czechoslovakia, Oct. 9 (United 
Press).—Rescue workers plunged into 
the debris of a seven-story building in 
the center of the city tonight, hoping 
to find alive some of the many work- 
men imprisoned when the building 
collapsed. It was estimated that near- 
ly 100 persons had been trapped when 
the building fell Only a dozen bodies 
have been recovered.

Richmond Bishop Brings His 
Attack on Candidate 
Near Capital. 


NO DISORDER AT MEETING 


Bishop James Cannon, jr., of Rich- 
mond, carried his fight against Gov. 
Smith and Tammany into Arlington 
County last night. He referred to the 
Democratic candidate and the New 
York political society as “the cnemy’ 
and lambasted them for «wo hours. 

The militant Methodist divine, who 
has just finished a stumping tour of 
the South, spoke in the Washington 
and Lee High School in Clarendon, 
under auspices of the anti-Smith Dem- 


ocrats, before a crowd of 1,500. There 
had been protests against nis appear: 
ance, but there was no disorder. 

Bishop Cannon attacked Gov. Smith 
for his wetness, his attitude on the 
race question and his stand on immi- 
gration. But his remarks about Smith 
were mild compared with what he had 
to say about Tammany. [hat crgani- 
zation, he said, was rotten with graft 
and corruption, took tribute from the 
street walker and the gambler and 
plundered the public generally for the 
benefit of “the boys.” 


Don’t Want Tammany. 


“The people of Virginia,” he shouted, 
“are not going to put on the wet col- 
lar of Tammany.” 

His statement was 
cheers and cries of “Amen!” 

The crowd was a varied one. While 
the majority were anti-Smith, there 
were a number there who obviously 
were pro-Smith and present out of 
curiosity. Amng these latter was a 
young girl who hissed “apple-sauce”’ fre- 
quently while he spoke. A number of 
Ku Klux Klansmen also were present, 
although not in regalia. 


“Colored State Official.” 


The bishop told the audience that 
among Gov. Smith’s appointees in New 
York was a colored man named Morton, 
a@ member of the State civil service 
commission. This man, he said, had a 
white woman for a stenographer and 
many other white persons working un- 
der him. 

He said that Smith had bolted the 
immigration plank in his party’s plat- 
form and is in favor of lifting the bars 
to immigrants from southern Europe— 
the kind that now overflow the side- 
walks of New York and obey Tam- 
many. What Virginians want in the 
way of immigrants, Cannon said, are 
people from northern Europe. 

Cannon said he dedicated himself to 
fight the “senual, devilish 1 or traffic” 
when he was 12 years old. A?that age, 
he said, he and his mother used to

destitute by liquor, homes where they 
found hollow-eyed mothers and drink- 
sodden husbands. 


Defends “Political Parsons,” 


Defending “political parsons,” Bishop 
Cannon declared that Jesus; Christ 
Himself had fought the politicians of 
His day in order to destroy “the works 
of the devil.” 

“Why was Christ crucified?” he asked. 
“Because He hated sin, because He 
fought it. He didn't go into a cave to 
fight it; He went out into the open; 
He fought the politicians of His day. 
The liquor traffic is responsible, more 
than anything else, for bringing about 
the destruction and the eternal Gamna- 
tion of men’s souls.” 

Modern ministers, he said, should 
no more shirk fighting the politicians 
than the Master did. 

Bishop Cannon then quoted from the 
Ten Commandments. These words, he 
said, are the words of God. The com- 
mandments are violated, he said. Men 
and women lie, covet and commit adul- 
tery, but, he added, nobody has sug- 
gested that the commandments be re- 
pealed 


“Law Brands Rum Traffic.” 

So it is, he said, with prohibition. 
There are bootleggers and “blind ti- 
gers;” he knew there would be 25 years 
ago. But, he said—and he reminded his 
audience that this was the big point— 
the State no longer authorizes or ap- 
proves the liquor traffic. The brand of 
the criminal is upon it. 

“No man,” he said, “can make believe 
that the standard of prohibition can 
be lowered.” 

When he appeared before the plat- 
form committee at the Democratic con- 
vention in Houston, Bishop Cannon 
said, a New York newspaper declared 
that if a Roman Catholic bishop had 
done such a thing there would be a 
storm of protest. Here Cannon 
laughed. “If I had found a Catholic 
bishop alongside of me,” he said, “I 
would have asked him to join in sing- 
ing a long doxology.”

9 Mexican States 
Shaken by Quakes 


Five Persons Are Injured; 
Underground Rumbling 


Adds to Terror. 


Merico City, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—Five per- 
sons were injured and damage was done 
over a wide area by an earthquake 
which rocked Mexico City and nine 
states of Mexico last night, reports to 
police and newspaper dispatches stated 
today. 

One family in the suburbs of Tacuba 
was buried by the collapse of a wall 
which crushed the wooden shack in 
which they lived, injuring one child se- 
riously and four other persons. Several 
buildings in Mexico City were damaged. 

Dispatches from Oaxaca said that 
the earthquake was violent there and 
that a large part of the southern sec- 
tion of the city was in ruins. The 
tremors were preceded by a strong sub- 
terranean rumbling. 

The Pacific port of Acapulco, state of 
Guerrero was violently shaken and sev- 
eral buildings were damaged. 

Dispatches from Vera Cruz said that 
the shock was so strong in that city 
that it rang the bells in the cathedral 
tower. The alarm of inhabitants was 
increased by streaks of red light which 
appeared in the sky over the ocean.

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Byrd Loads His Flagship,

San Pedro, Calif., Oct. 9 (A.P.).— 
Loading of the whaler C. A. Larsen, 
flagship of the Byrd Antarctic expedi- 
tion, was under way here tonight with 
the prospect that- Commander Richard 
E. Byrd would be able to sail tomor- 
row for his attempt to conquer the 
South Pole by air. 

The whaler docked here at noon to- 
day to take on fuel and supplies and, 
with work being rushed under the per- 
sonal supervision of Commander Byrd, 
it was believed the vessel would be 
ready to put to sea in 24 hours.

GOV. SMITH AND THE TARIFE. 
Gov. Smith will begin his second cam- 
paign tour tonight, his first speaking en- 
gagement being at Louisville on Satur- 
day evening. He will permit himself to 
be seen by the people of Richmond to- 
morrow morning, but he has no message 
to deliver to Virginia, Later in the day 
he will be seen at Raleigh, Greensboro, 
Salisbury and Charlotte, but he will have 
nothing to say to North Carolinians. At 
Chattanooga and Nashville on Friday he 
will confer with campaign managers, but 
he will make no speech to Tennesseeans. 
The subject of Gov. Smith’s address at 
Louisville has not been disclosed. It has 
been surmised that he would speak on 
the tariff, for the purpose of refuting 
Republican arguments that prosperity is 
due to the Republican party’s handling of 
the protective tariff and that Gov. Smith 
aims to reduce tariff duties along the line 
followed by the Underwood tariff. Chair- 
man Raskob has indignantly denied Sen- 
ator Curtis’ statement that Gov. Smith 
cited the Underwood tariff as the model 
for legislation, whereupon Senator Curtis 
quotes from Gov. Smith’s speech of ac- 
ceptance, in which the Underwood tariff 
is held up as proof of admirable Demo- 
cratic tariffi-making. 
Mr. Byrns, of 


Tennessee, ranking 
louse appropriations 
committee, is anxious to have Gov. Smith 
make a speech on Government finance, 
economy and reorganization, This would 
be a good subject for discussion, and 
would enable the public to appraise Gov. 
Smith’s knowledge of Federal finances 
and financial policies. A comprehensive 
review of Government finances would in- 
clude, of course, reference to the tariff. 

Many a citizen, hearing or reading Gov. 
Smith’s speech of acceptance, must have 
been chilled when he noted the reference 
to the Underwood tariff as a sample of 
Democratic policy. The candidate’s re- 
mark that the Democratic party did not 
intend to take “revolutionary” action in 
tariff revision was hardly reassuring to 
those who regard the protective tariff as 
the foundation of prosperity. The people 
as a whole do not wish to see prosperity 
menaced. They shrink from experiments 
in tariff-making which might cause such 
general uneasiness as to bring about a 
lack of confidence and consequent sus- 
pension of new enterprises, a hauling-in 
of capital everywhere, a tendency to 
foreclose on loans, and immediate depres- 
sion. Confidence in the stability of legis- 
lation affecting business is as necessary 
as legislation itself. 

The Democratic platform pretends to 
abandon the old Democratic opposition to 
the protective tariff, but the declaration 
that the tariff should be “competitive” 
has spread doubt throughout the country 
as to the permanence of the protective 
tariff in case of Democratic victory. This 
doubt, if it spreads, will be nearly as dis-

Where a life of crime has become habitual, 
either by choice or environment, the power of 
parole to induce a better course of living is 
found to have little effect, but the large num- 
ber of prisoners accorded parole shows a per- 
centage of worthiness that gives to the parole 
board full justification as an agency to dis- 
criminate in matters of turpitude by consider- 
ing the individual and the circumstances of 
his crime. 

One outstanding class is found to be non- 
recoverable; the drug addicts are almost never 
reformed. But along with them as rather 
hopeless prospects are listed one or two others, 


“whose addiction to their vices it is found dif- 


ficult to shake. The showing for the service 
of parole and its success with many will tend 
even more firmly to establish the system as a 
worth-while recovery agency. 


A CHAIN STORE ‘PUZZLE. 


Refusal of the Pennsylvania Board of Phar- 
macy to grant a license to the owners of a 
number of associated drug stores to extend 
their chain by new links, in that State, has 
brought before the Supreme Court a question 
that may affect the entire field of chain store 
operations. The action of the Pennsylvania 
Pharmacy Board was based upon the act of 
1927 making it a crime for any one not a 
licensed pharmacist to open a drug store in 
the State, or to own a share of stock in a cor- 
poration owning a drug store. Such an ex- 
traordinary reach of the controlling arm of a 
State over a form of trading not limited to 
chain drug stores will challenge the attention 
of all who have interest in this evolution in 
the retail field. On the face of thé matter it 
seems that this is a case of a law going too 
far. It should be immaterial in safeguarding 
the health of the community, whether the

In other States there are cases of former 
college professors and former car conductors

The decision will rest primarily upon the 
range of a State’s police power, and whether 
the legislation in question properly exercises 
such power, with due regard to constitutional] 
rights.

OUTRAGE UPON TRAVELERS. 

Pursuit, search and seizure of the American 
people while they are about their daily tasks 
is an intolerable outrage. Prohibition author- 
ities who have refused to abandon interfer- 
ence with traffic upon the highways have not 
grasped this fundamental fact. Now Maj. 
Hesse, who plans to ask of Congress a law 
constituting all Washington policemen as pro- 
hibition officers, has fallen for the idea. Con- 
gress should not adopt such legislation. 

The State of Maryland is following a proper 
course in planning the prosecution of Wash- 
ington police officers who made arrests in 
Maryland. These men were not duly consti- 
tuted officers of the State in which the arrest 
was made, or of the Government, and Mary- 
land must prosecute them as violators of her 
laws. As a sequel to the case, Maj. Hesse has 
revived the scheme, presented heretofore to 
Congress, to have all Washington police offi- 
cers made Federal prohibition agents, thus 
giving them power to make arrests in Mary- 
land or anywhere else. 

The protests against highway shootings 
prove beyond the slightest doubt that the 
American people will not permit their right 


‘to free movement upon the highway to be re- 


stricted. A citizen unquestionably is within 
his rights in assuming that any individual who 
orders him to halt is a bandit. Thus killings 
are sure to attend interference with traffic, 
whether the parties are criminals or innocent 
citizens. . 

Maj. Hesse says that he does not want Fed- 
eral commissions for his force so that they 
can go into Maryland to search for violators 
of the prohibition laws, but that he believes 
they should be permitted to pursue rum-run- 
ners across the State line to make arrests. In 
practice, however, it would be found that the 
newly acquired authority would be abused. 
Congress should not only deny his request, but 
it should take action to put a stop to the 
dangerous and unwarranted practice of inter- 
ference with orderly travel on the highways.

Workers Lose, 

To the Editor of The Post: Sir: The 
settlement of the strike among the 
textile workers in Massachusetts is an- 
other demonstration of the folly of 
strikes. No matter what settlement is 
made, the workmen are always the 
losers. In this case the employers pro- 
posed a 10 per cent cut in wages. The 
average wage was $20 per week. The 
proposed reduction would have made 
the average $18. Finally a settlement 
was made and a reduction of 5 per 
cent agreed upon. Thus the workmen 
secured $1 a week over the proposal 
of the operators, It looks like a gain, 
but analyze it. The strike lasted 25 
weeks. In that time at $18 per week 
a workman would have received $450 in 
wages. To recoup that amount by an 
increase of $1 per week will require 
450 weeks, or eight and a half years. 
It is always thus with a strike. While 
their mills were idle the operators 
were enabled to dispose of the surplus 
product they had on hand, and pos- 
sibly at an enhanced price. A strike 
is still on in some sections of the coal- 
mining industry, the miners losing now 
more than they can possibly recover in 
five years if their demands are finally 


granted. It is true that none are so 
blind as they who will not see.

$125,860 in 1926, 
Court Is Told. 


SEEN WITH $1,000 BILLS 


New York, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—Testimony 
that Mr. and Mrs. Maurice E. Connolly 
had spent or loaned $125,860 during 
1926, when Connolly’s salary as presi- 
dent of Queens Borough was $15,000, 
was introduced today at the trial of 
Connolly and “Frederick Seely on 
eharges of conspiracy to defraud the 
eity through sewer contracts. 

With the aid of several witnesses, 
Emory R. Buckner, special prosecutor, 
brought out that Connolly had loaned 
eonsiderable sums out of his pocket 
and that the defendant had been seen 
with rolls of thousand dollar bills. 
Some of the expenditures, testimony 
said, were for real estate, part of which 
Was bought by Mrs. Connolly, and some 
were loans to friends for real estate 
deals. The property purchases totaled 
$90,000. 3 

Evidence was intrdduced to show 
that Connolly in 1926 had deposited 
$21,000 in a new York bank and that 
he had checked out $18,000 all in 
amall amounts. 

Buckner endeavored to offer Connol- 
ly’s 1926 income tax return in evidence, 
but the objection of Max Steuer, de- 
fense counsel, was sustained. by Su- 
preme Court Justice Tompkins. 

P. Frank Ryan and Daniel Shek, real 
estate men, testified that Connolly 
had loaned them $15,000 and $19,000 
for real estate. Max Zalicas testified 
that Connolly had bought lots worth 
$24,500 in Corona from the family of 
his former chauffeur. 

Max Caesar, another witness, said 
Connolly bought property worth $6,500 
in a deal in which a dummy ygurchaser 
Was used. 

“Don’t put in my name,” Caesar said 
Connolly told him. “They may think 
I’m going to build a subway station 
and raise the price.” 

Shea asserted that money the former 
Borough president loaned him was 
mever repaid, while another witness, 
Alderman Jeremiah O'Leary, testified 
that once Connolly handed him an ad- 
vance of $2,000, half of which he re- 
turned.

Christian Princess Is to Be 
Bride of Albanian King, 


Vienna Hears. 


Vienna, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—A dispatch 
to the newspaper Tageblatt from Bel- 
grade states that a rumor had reached 
the Jugoslavian capital to the effect 
that King Zogu I of Albania had se- 
cretly embraced the Roman Catholic re- 
ligion in anticipation of his possible 
marriage to a Christian princess. The 
dispatch added that the conversion 
ceremony was performed by the papal 
nuncio to Albania. 


Rumors that King Zogu would seek 
an alliance with the Italian royal house 
through marriage with Princess Gio- 
vanna, 2l-year-old daughter of King 
Victor Emmanuel, have been current 
for some time. They have been circu- 
lated coincidentally with reports that 
the princess might become the bride 
of Czar Boris of Bulgaria. 

King Zogu is a Mohammedan, Dis- 
cussion of a possible change in his re- 
ligion was given as the cause of a riot 
between Christians and Mohammedans 
in Albania recently. The northern part 
of Albania is, in general, Roman Cath- 
Qlic and the southern section is pre- 
dominantly Creek orthodox. In be- 
tween these sections is a broad belt of 
Mohammedanism.

MARRIED FOR 48 YEARS 


New York, Oct. 9 (A.P.).—Despon- 
dent because of the recent death of her 
husband, to whom she had been mar- 
ried for 48 years, Mrs, Arthur E. Stil- 
well, 68-year-old widow of a noted 
railroad builder who believed that he 
was guided in all his operations from 
the spirit world, committed suicide to- 
day by Jumping from the twelfth story 


apartment where her husband dled. 

Mrs. Stilwell’s brother, E. W. Robb, 
purchasing agent for the Jacob Dold 
Packing Co., of Buffalo, and Mrs. Robb, 
had been staying with the widow since 
her bereavement on September 26. They 
were all going to Buffalo today. 

Robb went to his sister's room this 
morning to wake her and found that 
her bed had not been slept in. Looking 
out the window he saw her body on 
a four-story extension far below. A 
note .from Mrs. Stilwell directed to 
Robb was found, asking forgivenness 
and saying that she had no further rea- 
son to continue life, now that her hus- 
band was dead. 

Stilwell, who was the same age as 
Mrs. Stihwell, died after an apoplectic 
stroke which came after six years of 
illness. 

Stilwell was best Known as the presi- 
dent of the Kansas City, Pittsburgh &

Erie, Pa., Oct. 10 (U.P ).—*Check- 
book charity” was denounced today by 
Dr. Frederick H. Knubel, president of 
the United Lutheran Church in Amer- 
ica, who presented his biennial report 
to the convention of that huody at the 
Luther Memorial Church here.

Only the personal touch 
will heal the lonelines. Only the per- 
sonal love will heal the bitterness.

er. 


The Stanton Park hospital building 
had been chosen as the receiving home 


several months ago, but never was used 
because of the protests of residents of 
the neighborhood, who sought an in- 
junction from the District Supreme 
Court to stop the Welfare Board and 
the Commissioners. 

Leasing; of the Potomac avenue apart- 
ments was decided on by the board and 
the Commissioners, although the court 
has not yet acted on the petition for a 
permanent injunction against the con- 
templated use of the Stanton Park 
hospital building. 

The District is-to pay $7,500 a year 
rental for the new home, which was 
leased from Rogers M. Fred, 115 B street 
southeast. The District has a renewal 
Option for five years in its lease. 

The new home will be occupied Octo- 
ber 16 and will house all children under 
17 years of age received into the care of 
the board, pending more definite set- 
tlement of their cases. A playground is 
to be established on an adjoining va- 
Cant lot. 

How much the District wiil have to 
pay Dr. Joseph D. Rogers, from whom 
the Stanton Park Hospital was to have 
been leased, will be tetermined by ne- 
gotiation. Maj. L. E. Aatkins, Assistant 
Engineer Commissioner, was instructed 
to confer with Dr. Rogers on this ques- 
tion. Although a formal ‘lease never 
Was sicned, the District has been using 
the premises as a storage place since 
last July 1.

fourth place. 

Laurel saw another perfect day with 
Indian summer weather prevailing. The 
Facing strip was at its best and a 
great throng witnessed the sport. It 
Was another day of generous prices. 

Lined up before Starter Milton, the 
five horses were dispatched away with 
little delay and Barnes cut out a 
sizzling pace for the balance of the 
horses. Once in the lead, the Ken- 
tucky thoroughbred ran like a cham- 
pion, keeping well ahead of Aucilla, 
which was second in the early stages. 

Recreation menaced the leader round- 
ing the turn for home, but Barnes, 
alert to the move, used all his riding 
skill and piloted the flying Boo home 
first under the judges’ stand, 


Recreation put up a game strug- 
gle, but was not good enough to 
Overcome the winning form of the 
pacemaker.

Editor’s note: A. Kono, leading base- 
ball expert of Japan, personally covered 
every game of the world series, sending 
detailed, play-by-play accounts direct 
from the park to his paper. the Osaka, 
Japan, Mainichi. His dugout inter- 
view with Babe Ruth and Lou Gehrig 
and his description of their home runs 
in today’s fourth game follow: 


By A. KONO 
(Sports Editor, Osaka, Japan, Mainichi). 


T. LOUIS, Mo., Oct. 9 (U.P.).—“In- 
terviewed Ruth in Yankee dugout. 
Ruth stated his knee was feeling 

better and hoped to continie batting. 
Also met Gehrig. When seen from close 
range, Gehrig looks young, handsome. 
wonderfully built. Gehrig impressed as 
better athletic built than Ruth. Gehrig 
spoke intellectually, commenting his 
homers were very lucky. If 1 were 
wealthy I would like to hire Gehrig at 
high salary and take him to Japan. 

“Ruth, first batter in fourth inning, 
hit a towering homer rightward. even- 
ing score. Gehrig walked. Meusel filed 
out, Lazzeri singled, but Cardinal out- 
fielders caught different flies preventing 
possible rally. 

“Cardinals again escaped disaster 
when Lazzeri started sixth inning with 
Single, followed by Dugan's infield hit. 
for Sherdel pitched masterfully, letting 
next three batters pop fly. 

“Ryth, fitst batter in the seventh in- 
ning, created a protest from Cardinals 
Sherdel pitched two strikes, all slow 
balls, and Sherdel. watching Ruth un- 
prepared but standing in batter's box. 
threw another strike, but umpire called 
time unallowing strike. 


“Entire Cardinal players sur- 
rounded umpires, Crowd booed 
umpire strongly. Ruth hit next ball 
homer rightward. Genrig followed 
with another homer, putting Yan- 
Kees ahead. Cardinal reserve pitch- 
ers started warming up. 


“In the eighth inning, Durst, first 
batter, hit a homer rightward and Ruth 
made third homer today, hitting ter- 
rific fly over bleacher. Game seemed 
cinched by Yankees now. Cardinal 
morale completely shattered. 

“Ninth inning: Cardinals put in 
pinch-runner and pinch-hitters, scor- 
ing one run with three hits, but with 
men on second and first Ruth made 
fine running catch of Frisch’s fou] fly 
leftward ending game. Ruth ran all 
way to dugout with ball in glove hand. 
Thus ended 1928 world series. Cardi- 
nals skill crushed by Yankee power. 

“Hardly any adjective to describe Yan- 
kees’ batting power, there being no oth- 
er Japanese correspondents. Crewd pass- 
ing before press box looking at us curi- 
ously.” 

Kono described: the pregame scenes 
as foilows: 

“Another beautiful mid-June day 
Seems like summer coming back to St. 


Louis. While few faithful Cardinal root- 
ers were confident Sherdel will win, ma- 
jority of baseball fans conceding four 
straight to Yankees. 


“Pennock now pitching to Yankee 
batters. Pennock still have smooth, 
graceful form, but throwing only 
slow balls. Walter Johnson, when 
interyiewed in the press box, states 
only chance Cardinals have is by 
stopping Ruth and Gehrig, and 


among Cardinal pitchers Sherdel 
have best chance. 


“Gray-haired St. Louis rooter is as- 


sisting Altrock and Schacht carrying red 


parasol, dressed in 


white linen suit,

Although it was December, the 
weather was warm. Columbus visited 
many parts of the island, sailing from 
harbor to haw®bor. The night before 
Christmas, a tired pilot told a boy to 
take care of the Shnta Maria, while he 
slept. The boy let the ship drift to- 
ward shore and suddenly the rudder 
struck bottom. 

Hearing the boy’s shouts, Columbus 
rushed to the scene and found that the 
Santa Maria was on a sand bank The 
shock of striking ripped the bottom and 
the ship was leaking. The admiral did 
his best to save the vessel, but in vain 

Several cannon were taken ashore. 
but the Santa Maria, the langest ship 
of the fleet, was wrecked. 

Columbus ordered the sailors from 
the wrecked ship to go on board the 
Pinta ana the Nina. This order brought 
much complaint, because of the crowd- 
ing The admiral at length consented 
to allow 38 of his men to build a fort 
and remain on the island while the rest 
returned to Spain. 


The return voyage was stormy, but 
both vessels made port safely. When 
the news was given to Fredinand and 
Isabella, they were greatly pleased 
Columbus was treated with honor, and 
surely he deserved credit for his voy- 
age across the Sea of Darkness. 


The monarchs quickly agreed to an- 
other trip across the Atlantic. With a 
fleet of 17 vessels, Columbus set out 
again and reached Haiti safely.

Religious Pageant Will Be 
Participated in By Over 
1,000 Persons. 


DELEGATES WILL ATTEND 


Delegates, clerical and lay, and visit- 
ors to the general convention are look- 
ing forward with keen interest to the 
presentations of “The Cross Triumph- 
ant,” a religious pageant written by 
Mrs, Marlietta Minnigerode, which will 


be given at the Washington Auditorium 
October 19 and 20 under the auspices 
of a committee of social notables, head- 
ed by the Right. Rev. James E. Free- 
man, Bishop of Washington, as hon- 
Orary chairman. The delegates to the 
general convention will be given com- 
plimentary tickets to the presentations. 

For five months the committees and 
participants have been working dili- 
gently to present a spiritual and im- 
pressive presentation which will set 
high standards in religious drama to 
the church. Mrs. James Carroll Frazer 
is executive chairman of the produc- 
tion. In a sense the pageant is the gift 
of the people of: Washington to the 
delegates, and more than a thousand 
persons will assist in various ways in 
its presentation, under the general di- 
rection of Marie Moore Forrest, general 
director of the production. 

Mrs. Andrews originally wrote “The 
Cross Triumphant” for the benefit of 
St. Mary’s School, Raleigh, N. C., the 
oldest Episcopal Church school for girls 
in the United States. It received its 
first presentation in the Cathedral 
Close on May 12, 1922. Since that time 
it has been given in its entirety in Ra- 
leigh, N. C.; San Antonio, Tex.: Pasa- 
dena, Calif., and in abridged form in 
many Episcopal parishes. 


Again Serve on Cast. 


Many of the same persons who as- 
sisted in its previous production are 
serving on the committees and cast 
again this year. On the executive com- 
mittee are many of the same members, 
including Mrs. Carey H. Brown, to 
whom Mrs. Andrews says she is in- 
debted for the original inspiration; Mrs. 
Andrews, Mrs. Marie Moore Forrest, Ad- 
miral Cary T. Grayson, and Commander 
C. T. Jewell. On the advisory com- 
mittee are Mrs. Woodrow Wilson, Mrs. 
Charles P. Summerall, Mrs. John A. Le- 
jeune, Mrs. William D. Leahy, Mrs, Will- 
lam Woolff Smith, Mrs. Walter Tucker- 
man, Mrs. Z. Barney Phillips, Mrs. 
Charles Tompkins, Mrs. Cary T. Gray- 
son, Mrs. C. C. Glover, jr., Mrs. William 
Corcoran Eustis, Mrs. F. Trube David- 
son, Gen John J. Pershing, Rear Ad- 
miral A. L. Willard, U.S. N.; Maj. Carey 
H. Brown, U. S. A.; Rev. Charles T. 
Warner, and Mrs. Fulton Lewis. 
Charles J. Bell is treasurer of the 
pageant funds. 

“The Cross Triumphant” has been re- 
written in part since its first presenta- 
tion in the National Capital. Mrs. An- 
drews has been assisted in the scene, 
“Missionaries by Camp Fire,” by Com- 
Mander Jewell, himself a pageant 
author and director, and Mrs. Forrest 
‘has introduced, with Mrs. Andrews’ con- 
sent, a number of symbolic overtones, 
in several of the more historic scenes, 
to heighten the spiritual effect. 

The music for the pageant, originally 
arranged by Francis Leigh, an English- 
man, at that time director of the 
United States Army Band, has been 
lately rearranged under the supervision 
of Adolf Torovsky, organist and choir- 
master of the Church of the Epiphany, 
and Capt. Taylor Branson, leader of the 
United States Marine Band. In the 
presentation of the pageant, Mr. Torov- 
sky will direct the music, assisted by 
Siegfried Scharbau, principal musician 
of the Marine Band, who will direct 
the band orchestra at both perform- 
ances. Choral groups under Mr. Torov- 
sky’s direction, led by the choir of the 
Church of the Epiphany, will render 
the music of the episodes and entr’actes. 


Staff of Experts. 


The production staff for the pageant 
is very large, and comprises the best 
known authorities in this field in the 
city. Miss Pauline Oak will be the 
assistant to the director, Mrs. Forrest, 
with Mrs. Albert N. Baggs and Com- 
mander C. T. Jewell, as personnel direc- 
tors, and Mrs. William D. Leahy as 
chairman of personnel. Miss Caroline 
McKinley will serve as director of the 
dramatic rhythms and of the Third 
Century War Scene of ancient Britain. 
On the production committee also will 
be Denis E. Connell, John Davenport 
Long, and Harold Snyder, all specialists 
in stage art. The committee on cos- 
tumes includes Mrs. W. S. Moore, Mrs. 
George W. Dow, Mrs. Fulton Lewis, Mrs. 
Anna Castle, and the chairmen of the 
various episodes of the pageant. Miss 
Bess Davis Schreiner. who had charge 
oi the puplicity for the first production 
of “The Cross Triumphant” is again in 
charge of tat committee. 

The Rev. Charles T. Warner, rector of 
St. Alban’s Church, will assume the 
role of “The Invisible Voice,” telling 
the story of the pageant as scene by 
scene, the story, which is based upon 
history and tradition, unfolds before 
the audience. Episode 1, “Joseph of 
Arimathea,” will be played by a promi- 
ment group of Washingtonians, with 
Denis E. Connell as Joseph, and with 
groups of Hebrews, directed by John 
Long, and angels directed by Miss Mc- 
Kinley, playing an impressive part 1n 
this opening scene of the story. The 
episode was originally sponsored by 
Lady Geddes, of the British Embassy,

Are All Prominent Churchmen 


Bishop Heads Dejenitioal 
Many Committees Named 
For Arrangements. 


The diocese of Washington has had 
an honorable and successful history 
since it was organized out of the neigh- 
boring diocese of Maryland in 1895. 


To the forty-ninth general conven- 
tion of the Episcopal Church it will 
send a clerical and lay deputation to 
that legislative body truly representa- 
tive of the best things in this diocese. 
The delegation is headed by the Right 
Rev. James E. Freeman, Bishop of 
Washington, who will sit in the House 
of Bishops from the diocese. In that 
group Bishop Freeman is certain to ve 
a dominant figure in its deliberations. 

The delegation to the House of Depu- 
ties from Washington is headed by the 
Very Rev. G. C. F. Bratenahl, dean cf 
Washington Cathedral. Statesman-like 
in vision, a scholar and administrator 
of more than usual ability, whose fame 
has reached far beyond the borders of 
this diocese, Dean Bratenahl is certain 
to loom large among the outstanding 
figures of the House of Deputies. With 
Dean Bratenahl as clerical deputies go 
three of the leading rectors of Wash- 
ington parishes, the Rev. Dr. George 
Fiske Dudley, chairman of the stand- 
ing committee of the diocese and rector 
of St. Stephen’s and Incarnation par- 
ish; the Rev. Dr. Robert Johnston, rec- 
tor of St. John’s Church, Lafayette 
square, known as the Church of the 
Presidents, and the Rev. Dr. Ze Bar- 
ney Phillips, rector of the Church of 
the Epiphany and chaplain of the 
United States Senate. 


Convention Lay Deputies. 


The lay deputies also form a distin- 
guished group. In it is Hugh T. Nel- 
son, secretary of the general conven- 
tion committee, to whose indefatigavle 
labors of many months the arrange- 
ments for the general convention are 
chiefly due; H. L. Rust, a leading real- 
tor of the city and treasurer of the 
diocese of Washington; Dr. W. Sinclair 
Bowen and A. S. Browne, chancellor of 
the diocese, who has the distinction 
of being the only deputy, clerical or lay, 
from the Diocese of Washington at- 
tending the thirty-ninth general con- 
vention held in the National Capital in 
1898 now living. 

The alternates, clerical and lay, from 
the Diocese of Washington, are the fol- 
lowing: Clerical, the Rev. Dr. C. Er- 
nest Smith, rector of St. Thomas’

These deputies and alternates were 
elected at the diocesan convention held 
in Laurel, Md., in May. 

Glancing back over the years to 1898 
one sees in the thirty-ninth general 
convention in Washington notable 
churchmen of this then 3-year-old dio- 
cese representing it in the house of 
bishops and the house of deputies. In 
the house of bishops was Satterlee, first 
Bishop of Washington. In the house of 
deputies sat the Rev. Alfred Harding, 
then rector of St. Paul’s Parish, Wash- 
ington circle, afterward elected second 
Bishop of Washington, in which capa- 
city he served from 1909 to 1923. The 
late Rev. Dr. Randolph H. McKim, rec- 
tor of the Church of the Epiphany for 
32 years, was another of Washington’s 
deputies present. 

He was a recognized leader of the 
church at large, and was twice, in suc- 
cessive conventions, elected president of 


the house of deputies. Another member 
of the clerical quartet was the Rev. Dr.

NAZARENE SOCIET\ 
TO CONFER SIX DAYS 


Healing of Bodily Ills by Spir- 
itual Means Practiced 
by Members. 


PROGRAM AS ANNOUNCED 


The Society of the Nazarene will 
hold a conference in Washington for 
six days, beginning October 14. The 
Society of the Nazarene is an organl- 
zation composed almost entirely of 
members of the Episcopal “hurch, but 
not founded by action of the general 
convention. It is in that sense more 
analogous to the Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew than it is to the Woman's 
Auxiliary. It is fully recognized by the 
church, by the diocesan Dishops and 
by clergy and people generally. 

The Society of the Nazarene stands 
for the cultivation of the inner life. 
It exists in part to preach the doc- 
trine that the Son of God was made 
Man for the saving of the whole hu- 
man beings, body, mind and soul. Is 
so reads the New Testament that it 
conceives “Heal the sick’’s to be & lit- 
eral command of the Saviour to His 
disciples. It practices spiritual heal- 


ing, or more properly the healing of 
bodily ills through spiritual means. 


Sclence and Keligion Closer. 


Both physics and the _ science of 
medicine are coming to fully recognize 
in natural processes the existence of 
something, not material, which plays 
a vital part in life. Religion recugnizes 
the existence of soul, but ts groping to 
discover its relation to the body. 
Science and religion are drawing close 
together in the practice of spiritual 
healing. Many members of the society 
are physicians of note. The society 
recognized the full value of medicai 
practice and is totally Opposed to any 
cult which denies the luiportance ol 
medicine and surgery. get there 13 
ample testimony to indicate the cure 
of bodily ills by spiritual means when 
science has failed. 

There never was a time, at least since 
Apostolic days, when thinking men 
were so ready to come togetuer on 
spiritual healing as the present. The 
general convention of the Episcopal 
Church has a commission working on 
this subject which will make a report 
to the convention in Washington that 
is awaited with much interest, Prob- 
ably some form of a resolution con- 
cerning this matter will be offered for 
deliberation and adoption. It is pos- 
sible that the practice of spiritual heal- 
ing will be made an essential part of 
the worship of the church, although 
it is doubtful if the church 1s ready 
for such a drastic innovation, 


Addresses at Trinity. 


The thought of churchmen on this 
subject will without doubt be con- 
siderably influenced by the addresses 
which will be delivered on six succes- 
sive evenings in Trinity Diocesan 
Church, during the week beginning 
October 14. The Right Rev. John T. 
Dallas, Bishop of New Hampshire, will 
make the opening address in Trinity 
Church on the morning of the 14th. 
That evening, the Rev. John Gayner 
Banks, director of the society, will ex- 
plain the reasons for the conference. 
On each week-night, eminent clergy- 
men will make illuminating addresses. 
Thursday evening, there will be a mass 
meeting in commemoration of St. 
Luke’s Day, St. Luke, the author of the 
third Gospel and of the Book of Acts of 
the Apostles, having been himself a 
physician. On that evening the ad- 
dresses will be delivered by laymen, one 
of them a physician, the other an au- 
thor. The closing addresses will be 
given on Friday evening. 

In addition to the preaching services 
in the evenings, the members of the 
society will meet in the forenoons for 
services, for conferences, for medita- 
tions and for short practical addresses. 
The business meeting of the society for 
the election of officers and other rou- 
tine business will be held on Friday, 
October 19, at 10:30 a. m.

Church: of the Presidents 


St. John’s Church, Lafayette Square, 
celebrated its 100th anniversary in 
1916 and has become notable among 
the religious edifices of the city as the 


Church of the Presidents, due to the 
fact that so many Presidents wor- 
Shiped there. The church building 
was designed by the noted architect, 
Benjamin H. Latrobe, who declined any 
remuneration for his services. 

During the summer of 1919 St. John’s 
Church was restored and encased in 
pebble stone by the Secretary of the 
Interior, John Barton Payne, as a me- 
morial to his wife who had been a 
member of that congregation. 

Among the Chief Executives who 
have worshiped at St. John’s Church 
were Presidents James Madison, James 
Monroe, John Quincy Adams, Andrew 


Jackson, Martin Van Buren, William 
Henry Harrison, John Tyler, Zachary 
Taylor, Millard Fillmore, James Bu- 
chanan and Chester A. Arthur. 

Mrs. Grover Cleveland and Mrs. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt always attended St. 
John’s Church and Mrs. William How- 
ard Taft went there steadily while 
mistress of the White House, and is in 
her pew in the quaint old edifice every 
Sunday morning since coming to Wash- 
ington again as the wife of the Chief 
Justice of the United States.

CATHEDRAL PROJECT 
NFEDS 30-000 00 


National Committee to Raise 
Fund Includes Many 
Washingtonians. 


GEN. PERSHING CHAIRMAN 


More than 100 prominent men and 
women, from 38 States of the Union, 
are associated in the national commit- 
tee of Washington Cathedral in helping 
to bring that project to completion, so 
it may no longer be said that Washing- 
ton, the Capital of the Nation, is with- 
out an adequate expression of the spire 
itual aspirations of the American ped- 
ple. 

With Gen. John J. Pershing as na- 
tional chairman and former United 
States Senator George Wharton Pepper 
as executive chairman, they are funce 
tioning as the leaders in a movement 
which has as its ultimate objective the 
stimulation of the religious life of the 
country through widespread dissemina- 
tion of Christian teachings. Secretary 
of the Treasury Andrew W. Mellon 
is the treasurer of the Cathedral cam- 
paign. 

The completion of Washington Ca- 
thedral as rapidly and as efficiently as 
possible is the immediate aim of the 
campaign in which they are taking 
part as members either of the national 
committee or executive committee for 
Washington Cathedral. Funds are now 
being sought in communities through- 
out the country with which to come 
plete and adequately endow the choir, 
crossing, north and south transepts of 
the edifice which has been rising on 
Mount St. Alban since 1907. It is 
estimated that $6,800,000 will be re- 
quired to defray the cost of this con- 
struction and to provide sufficient en- 
dowment. Eventually it is proposed to 
raise a total of $30,000,000, which will 
be used to complete the Cathedral and 
to provide the 30 or more associated in- 
stitutions that are required to carry 
out completely the Cathedral’s com- 


prehensive program of Nation-wide 
Christian service.

St. John’s Rector Directs Pub- 
lication Here of the 
Forerunner. 


HIS CAREER 


NOTABLE 


One of the foremost agencies in 
awakening public interest in Washing- 
ton and throughout the nation in the 
1928 general convention has been the 
Forerunner, an attractively illustrated 
magazine published four times under 
the authority of the Bishop of Wash- 
ington and the diocesan committee 
for the general convention. 

The editor of the Forerunner has 
been the Rev. Dr. Robert Johnston, rec- 
tor of St. John’s Church, assisted by 
the Rev. Dr. D. Wellington Curran as 
coeditor. Dr. Johnston, with the in- 
etinct of the scholar and literary man. 
struck a high note of efficiency and 
effectiveness in every issue of the Fore- 
runner. Much praise was expressed for 
the magagine which was a pleasing 
movelty im pregeneral-convention ac- 
tivity. 

During the years he has been in 
Washington Dr. Johnston has won 
many positions of trust in the diocese. 
He is chairman of the diocesan depart- 
ment of missions; he has given no little 
time to the pension fund, is a member 
of the executive council of the diocese, 
@ member of the Chapter of Washing- 
ton Cathedral, a canon of the cathedral 
and is prominent in other diocesan 
works. 

Dr Johnston is a native of England 
He was educated for the ministry at St. 
Augustine Theological School, Canter- 
bury, and was ordained a deacon in 
1895 by Bishop Wilberforce and a priest 
in 1896 by Bishop Courtney. While 
rector of St. Martin’s Edinburgh. Scot- 
land, he attended a convention of the 
Brotherhood of st. Andrew in Mil- 
waukee in October, 1908, and attracted 
the atention of American churchmen. 
Following the convention he was called 
to the rectorship of the Church of the 
Saviour. Philadelphia 

For thirteen years Dr. Johnston was 
rector of this church and during this 
time carried on classes among the stu- 
dents of the University of Pennsylvania. 
In recognition of his successful work. 
the University of Pennsylvania con- 
ferred on him the honorary degree of 
doctor of divinity. Earlier in 1913 
King’s College, Nova Scotia, the oldest 
colonial university, conferred on him 
the degree of doctor of civil law 

During his incumbency in Phila- 
Gelphia Dr. Johnston was chiefly noted 
for his efforts in improving the condi- 
tions of the life of the clergy. It is 
generally admitted that the establish- 
ment of the diocesan commission on 
ne am salaries was due to his initia- 

ve. 

In 1922 Dr. Johnston was called to 
St. John’s Church, Washington. Here 
he has become known as a teacher of 
sound religion. Among the other of- 
fices he holds here is that of a mem- 
ber of the Phillips Foundation Com- 
mittee. 

The Rev. Dr Johnston is married 
and has four children, Mrs. Theodore 
Morrison, of Cambridge. Mass.; Miss 
Mary Johnston. a student of Bryn 
Mawr College, Miss Margaret Johnston 
now studying in Boston and Robert 
Huthrie who represents a Philadelphia 
banking house in this city.

Hill, Long Prayed for 
Religious Fame. 


NOW ENCASED IN STONE 


“tein 500 feet of Washington Ca- 
tThedral, the massive Gothic structure 
rising in lofty majesty on the heights 


of Mount Alban, is one of the most 
picturesque and historic religious edl- 


fices 1 the Capital, quaint St. Alban’s 
Church, the mother church of the 
cathedral. 

This “little church within the gate,” 
as it is called affectionately sometimes, 
has stood for 70 years on this hill 
guarding the site as it were for the 
great cathedral which was to realize 
George Washington’s dream of a 
“House of Prayer for All People” in the 
Capital of the Nation. 

In post-Revolutionary days the hill 
was owned ty Joseph Nourse, a deeply 
Pious man, friend of Washington and 
Jefferson and first registrar of the 
United States Treasury. His colonta! 
mansion looked down on the infant 
city of Washington and he called the 
hillside on which it stood, Alban Hill. 
Tradition says that Joseph Nourse fre- 
quently went into the oak grove near 
his house and there prayed fervently 
and loud that some day a church might 
be built on Alban Hill. 


Prayer Is Realized. 


The years passed and Joseph Nourse 
went to his rest. But the seed of prayer 
he had planted was not lost A church 
school for boys vas built on the site 
and an “upper room” reserved as a 
chapel therein. His granddaughter 
Phoebe Nourse, was a constant attend- 
ant on the chapel service until her 
health failed. The tradition of her 
grandfather’s prayer led her to work 
quietly toward the ideal by sewing 
little fancy articles which her friends 
bought. When she died in 1848, 40 
gold dollars were found in a tiny box, 
the result of her handiwork, marked 
“For a Free Church on Alban Hill.” 

So impressed were friends and rela- 
tives with her offering that they used 
it as the nucleus of a church fund. The 
boys of the school and her brothers dug 
the foundation walls, and a little 
church was built and consecrated by 
the Right Rev. Rollinson Whittingham, 
of Maryland, the first free church in 
the present Diocese of Maryland. 


Memorial to Mrs. Bratenahl. 


The stone encasing was done as a 
memorial to Mrs. Louisa Oakley Brat- 
enahl, first wife of the Very Rev. G. C. 
PY. Bratenahl, dean of Washington Cath- 
edral, who had been rector of St. Al- 
ban’s parish, and other servants of 
Christ who had labored in that fold, 
including those descendants of Joseph 
Nourse, Phoeba Nourse, Mary B. Nourse, 
James Nourse and Rose M. Nourse. 

Thus, on the sixtieth anniversary of 
the laying of the corner stone, St. Al- 
ban’s Day, June 17, 1914, the restora- 
tion work was finished and the historic 
little church lay like a precious jewel 
locked in the strong box of granite 
etone. 

On November 1, 1898, the body of the 
Right Rev. Thomas John Claggett. 
Bishop oi Maryland, the first bishop 
consecrated on American soil, was 
placed within the confines of St. Al- 
ban’s Church, where it rested until it 
was transferred to Bethlehem Chapel 
of the Washington Cathedral, where it 
now reposes.

School to Teach 


Applied Religion 


Sessions on Christian Living 
at Y. W. Gis A.$ Thou- 


sands Enrolled. 

A School of Applied Religion, under 
the auspices of the National Council 
of the Episcopal Church and the wom- 
an’s auxiliary of that council, will be 
one of the features of the general con- 
vention, It will have a dean, the Very 
Rev. Robert S. Chalmers, of Dallas, 
fex., and a faculty of bishops and mis- 
Sionaries and church leaders from all 
parts of the world. The sessions of the 
school will take place daily in the 
Y¥. W. C, A. Building and it will be a 
university extension course in Chris- 
tian living and Christian projects. The 
entire national council of the Episcopal 
Church will be among the lecturers and 
teachers at the school. 

Thousands have enrolled for the 
school courses, which are open to any 
adult man or woman interested, wheth- 
er a nember of the Episcopal Church 
or not. 

The purpose of the school is to af- 
ford an opportunity to those in at- 
tendance to familiarize themselves 
with the aims and objectives of the 
church, its world-wide program, the 
methods of financing a great mission- 
ary enterprise and how the funds are 
collected and applied. In addition to 
these courses in organization and ad- 
ministration, those who enroll will have 
at their disposal periods in church his- 
tory, the Bible, the life of Jesus, studies 
of the lives of the prophets, prayer, so- 
cial service, community relationship, 
work among children and adults, rural 
work, religion in the colleges and simi- 
lar problems which are engaging the 
attention of church leaders. There will 
also be a course in church unity.

for Convention. 


DIRECTOR OF MISSIONS 


In the manifold labors which have 
entered into the preparation by the 
Diocese of Washington for the general 
convention no man has borne a greater 
share than the Rev. Dr. D. Wellington 
Curran, honorary canon of Washington 
Cathedral and executive secretary of the 
executive council of the diocese. 

Dr. Curran has been at his office in 
the church diocesan house, at 1329 K 
street northwest, early and late work- 
ing on the multitude of details inci- 
dent to the coming of the triennium. 
He sacrificed practically all of his va- 
cation days this summer to the task. 

For sixteen years Dr. Curran has 
given faithful service to the Diocese 
of Washington, first as the rector of 
All Faith Parish. The four years he 
spent there were most fruitful. Then 
he was placed in charge of the diocesan 
missionary work upon election of the 
late Right Rev. Alfred Harding, second 
Bishop of Washington. Under his 
leadership the diocesan missions be- 
came most effective and many par- 
ishes were put on a self-supporting 
basis while the spiritual advance was 
also most marked under Dr. Curran’s 
ministrations. 

So skilful was his development of 
this feature of diocesan work that he 
earned the title from some of his 
colleagues of “the engineer of God.” 
For eleven years Dr. Curran stood by 
the side of Bishop Harding in mutual 
counsel and common effort, and has 
continued his devoted service under 
Bishop Freeman. 

Since the formation of the executive 
council of the diocese, Dr. Curran has 
occupied the post of executive secre- 
tary. Bishop Freeman, always gener- 
Ously appreciative of the work of his 
clergy, showed his appreciation by 
nominating Dr. Curran to an honorary 
canonry of Washington Cathedral.

Wood Comes From Trees on 
Site of Foundation of 
the Cathedral. 


Oak from trees which once grew on 
Mount Saint Alban, here, will be used 
for choir stalls in Washington Cathe- 
dral, the cathedral authorities have an- 


nounced. The trees were removed to 
make room for the foundations of the 
edifice, which its now lifting its noble 
proportions high above the Capital City 
and are now being seasoned. 

When prepared for use, the timber 
will be carved in graceful Gothic de- 
sign to harmonize with the genera! 
architectural plan of the cathedral. A 
notable feature of the stalls will be 
concealed platforms for the accon- 
raodations of a syphony orchestra and 
chorus so. that it will be possible to 
augment the cathedral choir of men 
and boys whenever great oratorios are 
given in the completed edifice. 

The choir, the portion of the cathe- 
dral between the sanctuary and the 
transepts, is in an advanced stage of 
construction. The walls have been com- 
pleted through the triforium gallery 
and are now being raised through the 
clerestory. The next step will invoive 
the placing of the stone vaulting 
Funds for this construction and for 
the completion of the crossing, north 
and south transepts and north porch

Kept Oyster House Operators 
at Bay Waiting Warrant, 
He Testifies. 


ASSERTS QUINN PULLED 
RICKERT FROM CROWD 


Coggins Says That He Pointed 
Revolver to Keep Bottles 
From Being Broken. 


An admission that gun play was em- 
ployed by prohibition agents in the 
Ambasasdor Oyster House, 2106 Eight- 
eenth street northwest, before other 
agents and police, armed with a search 
“Warrant, arrived for the raid on the 
place August 3, was made yesterday by 
Edwin P. Goggins, a dry agent, at the 
Opening of the trial of liquor charges 
against the four men arrested in the 
invasion. 

Goggins also admitted that he saw 
Deputy Prohibition Administrator John 
-J. Quinn drag Earl Rickert, of 2112 
Eighteenth street, from a crowd of by- 
gtanders into the place. Rickert re- 
cently charged that he was dragged 
{nto the place, kicked by Detective 
William F. Burke, of the police vice 
equad, and beaten by other raiders. 
When authorized by District Attorney 
Leo A. Rover to swear out a warrant 
for Burke for assault, Rickert refused 
because Rover would not authorize a 
Warrant for Quinn. 


Agents Are Witnesses. 


The defendants at the trial are Will- 
fam Deegan, 29 years old; his brother, 
Francis Deegan, 20; Clarence Myers, 
35, and Burgess Frank Hart, 28. Each 
are charged twice with sale and once 
with possession of liquor. 


From the tenor of his. questions, 
Harry Whelan, defense counsel, indi- 
cated that during the course of “e 
trial he would also attempt to discover 
whether or not any of the raiders de- 
stroyed a cash register, radio and sev- 
@fal tables and chairs, which were 
found wrecked after the invasion. 

Revenue Agents Goggins and Henry 
Thompson were the only witnesses call- 
ed yesterday. They testified that on 
July 27 they purchased a pint of whisky 
and a bottle of beer at the oyster 
Rouse. 

Goggins also declared that with a 
fevenue agent named Raymond, whose 
whereabouts are now unknown, he vis- 
ited the place before the raiding party 
arrived and purchased a second pint 
of whisky. 


All Persons Warned. 


William Deegan, Goggins testified, 
warned all patrons to leave the place 
when he heard a whistle before the 
Yaiding party entered and began to 
smash up bottles, containing liquid, 
with a hammer. 

He declared that he and Raymond 
pulled out their revolvers, announced 
they were federal officéfs and leveled 
them at the men “to prevent them 
from breaking up the liquor.” 

"You wouldn’t have killed him 
(William Deegan) if he didn’t stop 
breaking the bottles, would you?” 
Whalen asked. 

“No,” answered the agent. 

“No, of course not,” said Whalen. 

Goggins also testified that he met 
Deegan at a party at the Villa Roma 
the night before the raid and drank 
with him there.

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POLICE HERE PUSH 
CADE IN MARYLAND 


One of Patrolmen Accused of 
Attack Is Witness Against 
His Accusers. 


DRY CHARGES IN COURT 


The District policemen accused of 
assault with a dangerous weapon by 
two men they pursued into Maryland 
and arrested with drawn pistols, forcing 
them to return to the District yester- 
day struck back at their accusers 
through Joseph Comiskey, of the 
Fourth Precinct, one of their number. 
Comiskey, accompanied by Capt. 
Fred M. Cornwell, commander of the 
Fourth Precinct, went to Upper Marl- 
boro, seat of Prince Georges County, 
yesterday to testify against Stephen 
Johnson, 1117 Park place northeast, and 
Raiph Harbough, 2644 Nichols avenue 
southeast, who swore out the warrants 
against Comiskey and three other po- 
licemen and a civilian. 

Johnson and Harbough were brought 
back into the District charged with 
illegal possession and transportation of 
liquor, but the charge was dismissed by 
United States Commissioner Needham 
C. Turnage on the ground that the ar- 
rest was illegal, in as much as the 
policemen were District officers and not 
Federal prohibition agents. Comiskey 
went into Maryland on the promise of

FOR CITY'S. SCHOOLS 


Civic and Social Bodies Are 
to Unite in Demanding 
Better Facilities. 


APPROPRIATION NEEDED 
FOR CARE OF CRIPPLES 


Citizens Will Report on the 
Defects of Educational 
Buildings. 


Coordination of the city’s civic and 
social agencies in inaugurating a cam- 


paign designed to influence Congress 
in providing better public school facil- 
ities—especially for crippled and health 
pupils—is now in progress. 

The campaign is being fostered by 
special committees of the Board of 
Trade, Kiwanis Club, Association for 


the Prevention of Tuberculosis and of-. 


ficilals of the Children’s Hospital, and 
has the approval of school officials 
It is the purpose of these and .kin- 
dred organizations, to make a survey 
of present school ills and then, through 
an intense publicity campaign, turn 
Congress’ attention to the school needs. 


Urges School For Crippled. 


The Kiwanis Club, of which Rad- 
ford B. Moses is president, is inter- 
ested especially in having Congress 
provide sufficient appropriations for 
the establishment of a special school 
center for crippled children. 

In an effort to bring to the atten- 
tion of Government officials the neces- 
sity of establishing special schools for 
crippled children, the Kiwanis Club 
plans to sponsor “Orthopedic Day” at 
a date in November to be set later. 
The club's orthopedic committee mem- 
bers are making a survey of conditions 
in other cities which have special 
schools for crippled children and plan 
to formulate a plan which they hope 
school officials, with the ald of Con- 
gress, will adopt. 

Several weeks ago school officials re- 
quested each local civic organization to 
check over the needs of the schools in 
communities throuhout the city in 
which they are most interested. These 
recommendations will be made to 
school officers not later than the last 
of next week. 


In Position to Demand Action. 


With the support of so many or- 
ganizations, officials feel they will be in 
a position to demand of Congress larger 
appropraitions than have been made for 
the school system in the last five years 

Washington's school population is 
growing by leaps and bounds, officials 
point out, and unless a new five-year 
building program is agreed on and ap- 
propriations for other special facilities 
are made, they declare they will be 
helpless to cope with the situation. 

But, with the coordination of the 
efforts of the city’s civic and social 
agencies, officials of the schools believe 
Congress, in its next session, beginning 
in December, will lend a sympathetic 
ear to their troubles.

“The university can not educatc 
your boy or girl,” Dr. Marvin told the 
mothers. “They must do that job 
themselves. The only thing the univer- 
sity possibly can do is to uild an en- 
vironment about them in which they 
can make an intelligent selection ot 
the things we have which are most 
worth while. 

“Education,” said Dr. Marvin, “is

The Public Utilities Commission yes- 
terday rejected an offer of the Wash- 
ington and Georgetown Gas Light Come- 
panies to accept the valuation figures 
prepared by the commission's own ex- 
pert, and the gas valuation hearings 
apparently settled down to a long 
grind of technical testimoay and ex- 
amination which is expected to last 
for weeks. 

The offer of the gas companies was 
made by Swagar Sherley, of counsel 
for the companies, when the commis- 
sion met yesterday morning. 

It was preceded by a rejection by the 
company of the proposal of Col. Harri- 
son Brand, commission m2mber, that 
One member of the commission sit as 
an examiner with the company and 
commission engineers and seek to 
thresh out as many differences »s pos- 
sible at unrecorded hearings. 


Brand’s Proposal Limited. 


Although there was only $350,000 
difference between the valuation totals 
arrived at by H. Carl Wolf, commis- 
sion engineer, and R. 9O. Luqueer, 
company engineer, there were wide 
discrepancies in the amounts allowed 
for many items. 

Brand’s proposal was limited by Col. 
William B. Ladue to facts only, and 
not to prices, and was made at the 
adjournment of the hearings on Mone 
day. 

The counteroffer of the gas com- 
panies to accept the commission engi- 
neer’s figures was made at the open- 
ing of the hearing yesterday and 
prompted an executive session of 
twenty minutes on the part of the 
commission. 


Luqueer Principal Witness, 


Hearings were ordered resumed by 
Chairman John W. Childress, but im- 
mediately interrupted by Col. Ladue, 
who spoke an aside to Childress, after 
which Childress said he had meant 
that the company’s proposal was re- 
jected. 

Mr. Luqueer again yesterday occu- 
pied the witness chair the entire day, 
going over each piece of propery 
owned by the company and describing 
in detail the number of bricks in each 
wall, the number of panes of glass, 
feet of electric wiring and details of 
equipment and the prices at which, in 
his opinion, they could be reproduced 
new. 

The hearing will be resumed at 9:30 
o’clock this morning with Luqueer 
again on the stand.
